village or city wherein a majority of the votes east at such elee-
tion shall have been against license, shall be punished by a
fine of not less than fifty dollars nor more than one hundred
dollars, besides the costs; or in lien of such fine, by imprison-
ment in the county jail not to exeeed six months nor less than
three months; and in case of punishment by fine, unless the
fine and costs be paid forthwith, be committed to the county
jail until they are paid or until discharge by due eourse of
law; and in case of a second or subsequent conviction of the
same person during * * * any year the pnnishment shall
be by both fine and imprisonment. And in any such tomen, vil-
lage or city, the existence or the issuc of any pernit or special
taz stamp from the United States government, authorizing or

1548a.

Liquor licenses: number existing June 30, 1207, may
continue. Sectiox 1565d. On and after the first Tuesday in
July, 1907, the number of persons and places whieh may be
licensed to sell, deal and traffiec in malt. ardent. spirifuous or
intoxicating liquors in the various towns, villages and eities in
this state. shall be and hereby are limited as follows:

One such license may he granted to and issued for cach two
‘hundred and fifty inhabitants or fraction thereof in any town,
village or city in this state, such population 1o be determined by
the last preceding state or national census, provided. however,
that in all such cities, villages and towns where a greater nums-
ber of licenses may have heen granted or issued and 1n forec
on or prior to the * * * fhjipticth day of June, 1907, than
would be permissible under the foregoing lmitation, it shall
be lawful and the local authoritics are hereby authorized in their
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discretion to grant and issue licenses equal in number to those
* % * granted or issued and in force on or prior to said last
mentioned day; but no additional licenses in number shall be
granted or issued in any such eity, village or town until the in-
crease in population thercof brings the same within the fore-

Ratio of licensees to population; number and location
of places. SEecrion 1565d. On and after the first Tuesday in
July, 1907, the number of persons and places which may be
licensed to sell, deal and traffic in malt, ardent, spirituous or
intoxicating liquors in the various towns, villages and cities
in this state. shall be and hereby are limited as follows:

One such license may be granted to and issued for each two
hundred and fifty inhabitants or fraction thereof in any town,
village or city is this state, such population to be determined
by the last preceding state or national census, provided, how-
ever, that in all such cities, villages and towns where a greater
number of licenses may have been granted or issued prior to
the 30th day of June, 1907, than would be permissible under
the foregoing limitation, it shall be lawful and the loecal au-
thorities are hereby authorized in their diseretion to grant and
issue licenses cqual in number to those issued on or prior to
sa'd last mentioned day. but no additional licenses in number
shall be granted or issued in any such ecity, village or town
until the inerease in population thereof brings the same within
the foregoing limitation. and provided further that licenses be
granted or issued to persons for those places or locations for
which licenses were issucd or granted on June 30, 1907, unless
by reason of a refusal of the owner to lease the same for such
purposes, their destruction by fire or the clements or the same
be refused by operation of law or under the provisions of this
act, then and in either of such cases such license may be issued
or granted to some other location.
